But whenever they do they lose their hold 
upon public confidence. Bold truths only 
_ are able to exercise durable and genuine 
power. Audacious duplicity may serve as 
a momentaiy makeshift, but soon exposes 
, iteelt and is set at naught by events which 
often comfuse the nicest logic and absolute- 
ly efface the fickle frost-workings of mere 
sophistry. It is impossible for a newspa- 
per which appears every day to successful- 
ly pursue a policy that is not free of all 
chicane. It may make mistakes, or it may 
utter uppelatable truths, which will pres 
ently be realized and scoepted. But it can 
not, from its very nature, be diplomatic, 
much less cunning. It ought to be con- 
trolled by a distinctly understood genera) 
principle of action; it ought to have ac- 
urately before it a leading and practicable 
purpose, and, inspired by the ome and led 
on by the other, it need take but small 
care tor that sort of technical consistency 
by which the politician, who speaks only 
at long intervals, sets so much store. It 
ought to be so free from such restrictions 
as to be able to hold its own with the va- 
rying currencies which rue up around it 
day alter day. The discipline which isex- 
acted of the statesman can be exacted of 
the press with no greater propriety than 
the commander of an army would exact 
of his scouts the duty of conforming to the 
discipline which governs the infantry. The 
functions ei the two, as we have explained 
in a previous article on this subject, are 
different. 

In the long rua, the people will discover 
whether the designs of their counsellors 
were upright and honest, and they ask 
that and that chiefly; for most of us cas 
submit to a great amount of error provided 
the heart is sound and true. 


We know very well that the beart of 
our Kentucky exchanges is all right. We 
agree with them thoroughly in sentiment; 
but we differ with them in opinion con- 
cerning the situation of affairs and the 
sort of methods which are ewentia! to the 
Democratic party. Can we not afford to 
discuss these household differences of 
opinion ine rational and courteous man- 
ner? Shall we not be wiser for an inter- 
change of ideas? Is it not better that we 
should understand each other by debating 
our diflerences than that we should grope 
about through misconception end suspicion 
toward ultimate collision?
